MEDIUM WAVE RAMBLINGS 


Many thanks to Laurence Kearley of Orléans, Ontario who sent an article about the"Canadian 
Content” issue we talked about an issue or so back. Laurence also sent many newspaper articles 
from his local area lamenting the “bleak times” for radio station (FM included). I'm sending the 
articles to Topeka for possible publication. And Charles Reh of Leamington, Ontario forwarded a 
list of MEDfers (also on its way to Topeka). Thanks, Chuck. 

Upon this notification, your DX MUST BE NO OLDER THAN 30 DAYS by the time | send it to 
Topeka. "When's that?” I hear. Two weeks before the masthead date, I say. I'm reinstituting the 
old rule which I've been lax on since moving to California. But now there's no excuse, since you've 
got my direct address. Don't wait. Get 'em in early! Deadlines are Saturday's mail. 

The question has been raised about when "legal" IDs must be given. And what constitutes a 
“legal” ID? OK. Paraphrasing Paragraph 73.1201 of the FCC Rules and Regs . . . basically that an 
ID must be made: (1) at the beginning and ending of each hour of operation [J guess they mean 
sign-on and sign-off], and (2) hourly , as close to the hour as feasible, at a natural break in program 
offerings. So basically, the next time your favorite DJ segues into a four-minute record at :59:50 and 
IDs afterward, I'd say it's a violation as (s)he could have ID'ed before the record. Then a little later 
the paragragh says official station identification consists of the call letters immediately followed by 
the community or communities specified in its license as the station's location. The name of the 
licensee or the station's frequency may be inserted between the call letters and station location. No 
other insertion is permissible. Names of additional communities may also be added, but the 
community to which the station is licensed must be given first. Go get ‘em!!

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Mini-MWDX-5: A Very Simple Phasing Unit 


Mark Connelly - WA1ION - 29 JAN 1992 


The MiniMWDX-5 has been designed to 
give the benefits of two-wire phasing in an 
easy-to-build and easy-to-operate package. 
This article gives a brief description of it. In 
some cases, it will be necessary to refer to my 


previous article on MWDX-5 for information 
relating to parts, phasing theory, etc. That 
article also gives an extensive list of previous 
phasing unit articles. 


Figure 1: Mini-MWDX-5 Schematic 
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Mini-MWDX-5 Two Wire Phasing Procedure 

Figure 1 is the schematic of the Mini- 
MWDxX-5. Please refer to it during this 
discussion of phasing procedure. Wires to be 
used should be at least 15m./50 ft. long. 1.0 
Phasing Steps (2-wire) 


1.1 Set frequency-range switch $1 to the 
correct range forthe frequency of operation (see 
Table 1). Null-mode switch S2may be put in 
either position: it doesn't matter yet. 

1.2 Set Q-balance pot R1 to fully 
counterclockwise (CCW) =maximum 
resistance shunting C1. 

1.3 Connect longwire #1 to Jl and connect 
longwire #2 to J2. Connect earth ground, if 
available, to J3 or J4. Connect phaser's output 
(J5), via coaxial cable, to the input of the 
receiver to be used, or to a tunable preamp. 
between phaser and receiver. 

14 Tune Line 1 by peaking desired- 
frequency signal strength with Cl. At this 
time, leave C1 at its peaked-signal position. 

1.5 Turn R1 to fully clockwise (CW). Tune 
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Line 2 by peaking desired-frequency signal 
strength with C2. At this time, leave C2 at its 
peaked-signal position. 

1.6 Set $2 to Null-a. Adjust R1 to search 
for a null of the dominant (“pest”) station or 
noise. Try this again with 52 set to Null-b. 
Leave $2 on the position yielding the better- 
defined null (or if nulls were obtained both 
ways, put $2 on the position which gave a 
null with R1 set closer to its center position). 
Set R1 to the null-yielding position. 

If a null was not found by adjusting R1, or 
if the final Ri setting is fully CW or fully 
CCW, do step 1.7 - otherwise skip to step 
1.8a/b. 

1.7 Set Ri fully CCW and observe 
Antenna #1 strength with Cl peaked. Then 
set R1 CW and observe Antenna #2 strength 
with C2 peaked. Then set R1 to center 
position and adjust the tuning capacitor of the 
antenna having the stronger “pest” station 
signal (C1 if Antenna #1 had been stronger, 
C2 if Antenna #2 had been stronger). What 
you are adjusting for is a null of the dominant 


station (or noise). Jf a null is not found, set $2 
to its other position (e. g. Null-b ifit had been 
on Null-a) and re-try the same capacitor 
adjustment for a null. 

1.8a If Rl is at center, or CCW from center, 
adjust Cl then R1 alternately to improve the 
null until no further improvement can be 
accomplished. Then do the final null "touch-

The BFE-C (Balanced Front-End Card, 
model C) is a "WAIION DX _ Labs" 
implementation of Dallas Lankford's 
Balanced Cascode Loop Amplifier. His 
design is under further testing and 
refinement: he expects to publish a 
comprehensive article on it in the not-too- 
distant future. 

Dallas's design differs slightly from BFE-C 
in minor ways that will be mentioned 
subsequently. In terms of electrical 
characteristics, both can be treated as the 
same entity. The design is an improvement 
on the Kolb-Sanserino amplifier long used in 
Radio West's loops as well as (in modified 
form) in the RTL-1 Remotely-Tuned Loop 
(BFE-A, BFE-B cards). Dailas maintains that 
the balanced configuration of the output 
transistors (Q3 and Q4) of the new design 
improves noise figure; using FET's in the 
output stage, rather than a bipolar transistor 
gives enhanced strong-signal performance (i. 
e. reduced spurious responses). 

This article will not go into an in- depth 
design review: that will be left for Dallas's 
forthcoming article. Rather, the essential 
construction details will be supplied, so DXers 
can do testing of their own. 

Figure 1 is the BFE-C schematic, Figure 2 is 
its assembly (component layout) drawing, 
and Table 1 is the parts list. For best results, 
Q1 should be matched to 2; also, Q3 should 
be matched to Q4. Figure 3 shows the test 
circuit for measuring the voltage used to 
ascertain a matched condition. Two 
transistors producing voltage readings within 
3% or better can be considered to be matched. 
For the purpose of getting two matched pairs 
of MPF102's, you should have a dozen or so 
transistors available. 

Variations to the BFE-C design 

Dallas Lankford suggests using an 
Amidon ferrite bead (part number FB-101-64) 
on the drain lead of Q1 and one on the drain 
lead of Q2 rather than using low-value chokes 
L3 and L4. The 100 uH input inductors L1 


and L2, meant to reduce sensitivity above 9 
MHz, can be removed if the loop amplifier is 
to be used with a shortwave, rather than with 
a medium wave, loop. R3 and R4 may each 
be reduced to 2.2K or to an even lower value. 
This will reduce gain, thereby reducing 
spurious responses that can occur in urban 
areas with large air-core loops. With lower- 
gain ferrite loops, it is unlikely that 
overloading would be much of a problem 
except in the worst “transmitter alley” 
locations like the New Jersey Meadowlands. 
Dallas has recommended that larger loops be 
tapped down part way on the coil - again to 
improve dynamic range and to reduce 
intermodulation distortion “spurs” in strong- 
signal areas. He also mentioned problems 
with Mouser inductors opening up (a problem 
I've seldom encountered); he winds 
homebrew 100 uH inductors using 39 turns of 
#26 wire on an Amidon FT-50-82 toroidal 
core. He also homebrews the output balun 
transformer (12 trifilar turns #22 on Amidon 
FT-82-43, or 33 trifilar turns #26 on Amidon 
FT-82-61). There's no parametric advantage 
to one approach (e. g. homebrew) over the 
other (e. g. using the Mini-Circuits T4-6T). 


Tests versus the BFE-A 

[Refer to the article "The RTL-1 Remotely- 
Tuned Loop"- M. Connelly - JUL 1991] 

The BFE-C amplifier card was swapped 
into my homebrew RTL-1 loop in place of the 
BFE-A. A ferrite loop head was used. BFE-C 
sensitivity was comparable to (consistently 
within 3 dB of) that of the BFE-A card across 
the medium-wave band. BFE-C's strong- 
signal handling was a bit better and its noise 
floor seemed lower. Tests were done with 
each front-end amplifier's output routed 
directly to the receiver and then with each 
amplifier's output passed through the BBA-C 
broadband amplifier for additional gain. 
Although differences weren't dramatic, I'd 
recommend that DXers building the RTU-1 
should use the BFE-C in place of the BFE-A.

Greetings to my fellow HOLLOW STATEAS! The arcane gadgetry of the elite solid 
state radio leaves me as cold as their circuitry when compared with the warm glow 
of a tube line-up. You can see & feel those tubes working for you! This old 
timer teethed on tube receivers starting with a 1925 USL 5 tube regenerative ra- 
dio built by the USL Battery Co., Buffalo, NY. That set was in use From 1926 til 
1925 and produced such catches as KOB-1500 Santa Barbara, CA (100 watts), KFPM- 
41310 Greenville, TX (15 watts), WREC-1180 Coldwater, MS (10 watts) and WAGS-1390 
Lexington, MA (5S watts), also YV1BC, HHK, HIX & PWX (Havana, Cuba). When I read 
that other OXers were logging split Frequency TA's, I decided a better receiver 
was needed so in 1935 a new design in single-sigmal reception graced my den, @® 
Nationel HRO. This set brought im 40 Aussies ineluding 2@CK-1460 with only 300 
watts, 22 Zedders (ZL's), KFAR-660 & KTKN-930, Sweden-1562 (2500 wetts), Germany- 
1484 (2000 wetts), AFN-1438 Leghorn, Italy (1000 watts), WING-1594 Naussseur, Mo- 
rocco (400 watts), CB120 Valparaiso, Chile (1000 watts), HJHB-1170 Pasto, Col. 
(250 watts), AFAS-1580 Adak (250 watts), KIKI-830 Honolulu (250 watts), WVOI2- 
1040 Trinidad (50 watts) & several Weet Coast SO watters including CFCT, Victor- 
ia, BC. The HAO was replaced by e new HQ180 in 19863 and it has been my workhorse 
ever since, brining in China-152S, 120-1000 & Ivory Coest-1483 to name a few. 

Its latest feat was hauling in 3 segments of code on 720 during KUAI's DX TEST on 
41/12 between 5:17 & 5:37 AM when CHTN faded and a nice v/c has already been re- 
ceived. A Collins A389 is a backup receiver, used chiefly for LW reception end 

a DB22A preselector is also on hand. Loggings since my previous report include:

Their mex- 
imum input power is 0.1 watts (100 millawatts), not 1 watt, and note this ina 
verie from ABC-1648.5 Hilton Head Island, SC, my most distant Medfer to date: 
"the GAGS tube final is running at about 723% efficiency, sa the power outout is 
approx. 73 milleawatts. The efficiency of the ANT/GNOD systems is about 6.7% tot- 
al, so the actual AF radiated power ocutput is about 5 millawatts!'" These beacons 
are 100% verifiers, 9 veries for 9 reports, sa go get ‘em Fellows! Good OX to 
everyone, long live Hollow State!

Power-pack then we built a well filtered & regulated power supply and it served up 
til about 1968 when it Finally gave up. I borrowed a PHILCO tbale top set from 
BEN GANGERFIELD for a while; it pulled im about 200 more then got my hands on a 
used HQ180 From HAMBERGERS in Philadelphia. The set had @ problem in the AGC 
circuit, it was back in the shop many times but no one could find the problem. 
When it was working right, it couldn't be beat ae I could get right next to the 


locals and with the loop, I could get stetions under staticns! Some of the 
better ones included the DX TEST From KULE-730 (250 watts) § the biggy, KOAL-650 
in the late 50’s when WSM was off MM’s. In the 70's, a very brand new, right 


off the line HQ180A was purchased through GLENN JACOBS and it is still my main 
receiver. Then NRCer WES BOYD from Youngstown got the old HQ180 and, I believe, 
he still has it going. I've added an HQ180AX (from OXCHANGE in the NAC from 
JERRY STRAWMAN a few years back) which Jerry redid Front panel wise to fectory 
specs, it looks like it came out of the box yesterday. I've also got 3 A3S0A's 
(had up to 11 at one point!), an R390, an R392, and a R391 fan RISO with auto- 
tuning, if that is the correct designation}, all operational.
